CAPTURED. 


Juan Del Poso Surrenders Yes 
terday- 


FRED LOVELL THE LUCKY OFFICER. 


Peso Admits His Commission of the (rime— 
Details of His Flight and Arrest— 
The Condition of the Boy. 


Juan Del Poso, who attempted the 
murder of George Kleiber last Tuesday, 
was captured on Chapman's ranch, 
some twenty miles from this city, early 
yesterday morning, by Officer Fred. 
Lovell, and was brought back and lodged 
in the county jail. The particulars of 
the capture are as follows: 

Immediately on the discovery of the 
deed Chief Cuddy dispatched bis offi- 
cers in every direction into the country, 
and telegraphed to all important points. 
Every suspicious house iu this city, 


where Del Poso could possibly 
be secreted, was se with- 

out success. Meanwhile rumors 
of Del Poso’s presence came 


from Compton, Ranchito and various 
places. Officer Lovell was dispatched 
to Ranchito, and after making « dili- 
gent search failed to find any trace of 
the criminal. He thén went to San 
Gabriel, where be found that Del Poso 
bad been seen the previous afternoon 
heading for the Santa Anita ranch. 
Lovell had with him a Mexican boy, 
and the two hastened toward Santa 
Anita. There they found that Del 
Poso was only a few hours ahead of 
them, and that he had gone to Chap- 
man's ranch. As it was late, Lovell and 
the boy camped out the rest of the 
night, and early in the og Oe they 
discovered that Del Poso had gone to 
the further end of the ranch toa wood 
camp. They arrived at the wood camp 
about five o'clock yesterday morning, 
and as they got near it Loveil sent the 
boy to the camp to make certain in- 
uiries, while he remained bebind. 
Whea the boy was almost to the house 
Lovell saw Del Poso run out of the 
back door and secrete himself in the 
brash. The boy came back to Lovell 
with the information given him by a 
woman that Del Poso had gone to 
They hid themselves in 
some brash near by, and it was not long 
till Del Poso’s head emerged from the 
foliage of his hiding place to see if the 
coast was clear of his pursuers. Be- 
fore be could draw his head back 
Lovell covered him with bis pistol and 
ealled to him to throw up his bands and 
come Poso promptly obeyed. 
BO weapons upon him when 
searched. Lovell placed him on the 


horse with boy, and broaght him 
to San Gabriel, where the horses were 
left for the bey to bring in, and Lovell 


brought his prisoner in by rail. When 
in jail Del Poso admitted having com- 
mitted the deed, and said that the boy, 
Kleiber, bad called him a bad name, 
which provoked bim to club the boy. 

He will be arraigned before Justice 
Morgan this morning at 10 o'clock. 

The condition of ge Kleiber, the 
wounded boy, was — improved 
last evening. Yesterday morning 

Kearey removed the boy trom 
room at 112 Castellar street to the Sis- 
ters Hospital, where he will receive 
the best of attention. It is impossible 
yet forthe physicians to decide what 
the ed will be, but they hope that with 
careful pursing and the boy's 
good bealth he will pull through all 
right.
